sen for A m erica 
Like m ost im ­ 
m ig rants. 
he 
ap p reciated 
the 
value of an education m ore than 
the native-boiT, A m ericans do. 


Sim on 
finished 
his 
m edical 
training at the M edical College 
in Virginia, and served his in­ 
ternship in C harleston 
He joined 
the C onfederate A rm y as an As­ 
s ista nt Surgeon and. for the last 
th ree y e a rs of the w ar saw se rv­ 
ice with the A rm y of N orthern 
Virginia. 
When the w a r w as done, the 
South w as not a prosperous place, 
hut Simon B aruch loved it and 
set his p ra ctic e up i*. C am den, 
South Carolina 
He w as a 
for­ 
eig ner 
He had an accent, but 
w hat the people saw: in Dr. B a­ 
ruc h 's eves w as com m iseration 
and understanding 
This w as a 
signal they could read plainly 


He w as alm ost 41 when he left 
New York 
Dr. B aruch m ade 
the move, not because he w as 
dissatisfied with C am den but he

In 1888 — seven y e a rs a fte r his 
a rrival in the m etropolis — Dr.

B aruch began in­
